“The observance of these four rules 
will prove a better stimulant to a 
harmless enjoyment of the big dinner 
than any known appetizer, and they 
are an absolute guarantee against 
that feeling of stuffiness which is apt 
to afflict the ordinary diner at about 
the fourth of Afth course. 

“The first „ commandment is the 
prime requisite, but those to whom it 
is an unwelcome addition to the menu,

There is perhaps no better way to in- 
crease without penaky one's capacity 
for the juicy turkey than to dine 
leisurely and to add to the mere mat- 
ter of eating. that of merriment and 
entertainment. 
„It e also a good plan to skip a 
meal before the real one, But this 
should never be overdone by fasting 
for a day or two. The body is a ma- 
chine, and to get the, best out of it 
or into it, as the present case re- 
quires, it must be treated intelligently, 
Don't starve the stomach and then 
0 it all at once. In this case the 
cure is worse than fhe disease. 
“Asfde from the well-known ap- 
petizers such as cocktails and wines, 
which may be all right for those who 
relish them, there is no better way 
to insure the hearty enjoyment of the 
repast than to make the salads, én- 
trees and desserts consist of those 
foods whose composition is largely 
water. Instead of crab, shrimp or 
nut salad, substitute plain lettuce or 
tomato, as the former are too heavy 
and filling.

It appears that among these 
savages the Word for “soul’’ has three 
other meanings. It may mean a 
shadow, a reflection in the water, or 
a picture. 

The’ shadow idea is the one most 
closely associated with the soul, for it 
is generally believed that you can 
steal a man's soul by catching his 
shadow. To do this the Papuan arms 
himself with a Hollow piece of bam-

Word Was Originally Used as 
Slang to Indicate Work Performed 
Resentfully. 
[New Vork Sun:] Twenty years ago 

in France “sabotage” was a slang 

word to designate not the act of mak- 
ing sabots but work executed resent- 
fully, “Comme a coups „de. sabots.”’ 

Its metamorphosis into a formula of 

social combat by labor against . capi- 

tal was speedy. In 1897, at the Con- 
federated Congress of Toulouse, it 
received official baptism. In the fol- 
lowing year the Rennes congress of 

labor commended the theory. In 1900 

the Confederated Congress at Paris 

voted decisively in favor of it by 

117 to 78. 

Many have noted that “sabotage” 
is nothing new, but old as the ex- 
ploitations of labor. 

What is “Go canny?” It is a Scatch 
phrase to describe a method employed 
by laborers to accomplish their pur- 
pose without a strike. 

lf two Scotchmen are walking to- 
gether and one goes too fast, the 
other says: ‘Go canny.” It laborers 
think that their employers are too 
exacting they can get some satisfac- 
tion by going easy. Balzac’&’ “La 
Maison Nucingen” gives a vivid pic- 
ture of the labor riots at Lyons in 
1831, and the retaliatory spirit of the 
workmen, which in these days would 
be called “sabotage.” 

In the Parisian magazine Mercure 
of February 16, 1913, there w an 
allusion to the translation of; Car- 
lyle’s “French Revolution” by Jules 
Roche as a “sabotage.”

VALLEY COTTON 


OF HIGH GRADE. 


Experts Call It Superior to 
Egyptian. 


Average Crop Over a Bale to 
the Acre. 


Thief Points Stolen Hen as a 
| Disguise. | 


[Special Correspondence of The Times. } 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Nov. 24.—It has 
been demonstrated around Mesa that 
cotton of exceptionally fine quality 
can be grown upon land in that vicin- 
ity assumed to have been’ “spofled” by 
Bermuda grass. On a number of 
plowed grass fields as much as two 
bales of Egyptian cotton to the acre 
are being harvested. The average crop 
of the whole valley will be In excess 
of one bale to the acre, giving most 
lucrative returns at the rate of 21 
cents a pound, each bale rated at 550 
pounds. Warm opposition is being 
manifested by the larger growers to 
suggestions that the ordinary varieties 
of southern cotton be brought into the 
valley, on account of assymed heavier 
ylelds. The cotton now being produced 
is absolutely clean and of practically 
one grade, far superior to the or- 
dinary Egyptian cotton, of which 
there are about 150 varieties. Gov- 
ernment experts have even urged that 
the title of Egyptian cotton be 
dropped and that in its stead “Art- 
zona“ cotton be advertised as a pe- 
cial brand of vefy highest quality. By 
this course of action it Is believed that 
the price of the heal product, when 
ru ded, n be raised to above 30 
cents a pound. Its exceptional strength 
and long fiber make it especially de- 
girable for thread, and the entire val- 
ley crop. from 3500 acres, now is be- 
ing shipped East for this one use. 

SURPLUS OF WATER. 

For the past week the farmers of 
the Salt River Valley have been us-. 
ing practically no water, a fact due 
to rains, though the reclamation serv- 
ice has been urging that the lands 
be trrigated while water is to be had 
in plenty, for an irrigation during a 
rain storm is often as valuable as dur- 
ing the dryest of weather. The refusal! 
of the farmere to use water has 
caused almost flood conditions in Sait 
River. The water is coming wholly 
from the Verde River, the flow of 
Salt River being shut, off by the clos 
ing of the gates in the storage dam 
at Roosevelt. 

CHANDLER’S GROWTH. 

The new town of Chandler in the 
east end of the galt River Valley is 
having a mushroom-like growth, 
more than 2000 settlers, mainly from 
Southern California, having been 
brought in within the past two years. 
Chandler itself is now considered the 
center of:a tract of about 46,000 ir- 
rigated acres, of which at least half 
already is under cultivation. The dis- 
trict has one of the best irrigation 
systems in the valley, with supple- 
mental irrigation by pumping, the 
power used being electricity from the 
Reclamation Service works. 
whole tract is tapped by «a bread- 


‘gauge railroad, built southward from 


Mesa, and heavy shipments of cattle 
and alfalfa are being made. The 
latest improvement in the town is the 
new San Marcos Hotel, namied after 
Fray Marcos de Niza, the explorer- 
priest, who first passed through what 
is now Central Arizona. The hotel 
was formally opened Saturday night, 
with a reception and ®all attended by 
hundreds of society folk from Phoe- 
nix, Mesa and Tempe. The hotel 
probably. has more elahorate apnoint- 
ments than any other in the South- 
west and is designed for the accom- 
modation of the highest class of tour- 
ist travel. It is of pure Spanish type, 
fireproof and build wholly of concrete, 
the structure and furnishings costing 
about $200,000. 


MONEY FOR EDUCATION. 
‘the Arizona State Land Commis- 
sion will soon start at work realizing 


upon property deeded the new State 
by the Federal government. The first 
income will be from the sale of 15,- 
000,000 feet of standing timber now 
growing upon lands assigned to the 
University of Arizona and sold for the 
benefit of the university. The Inited 
States Forestry Bureau has  co- 
operated heartily with the State in a 
survey of the particular tract affected 
and the timber will be cut according 
to the regv'ations of the Forestry 
Service. 
Seven of the principal butchers of

The paintings are said to be 
worth about $480,000. 
It is also charged that in trying 
to dispose of them, the bankrupts 
placed the. paintings in the residence 
of former Senator William A. Ciark, in 
New York, and that on September 11, 
1913,. Eli P. Clark, by means of a 
purported order from. the bankrupts, 
directed William A. Clark to deliver 
them to Eli P. Clark, tn Los Angeles 
and that they were afterward shipped 
to this city, where they are“ now in 
storage at the establishmert of the 
Los Angeles Warehouse Conipany.

FINISH BUILDINGS. 
Artesia Man Receiyes from Ala- 
hama His Purse and Valuable 
Papers Lost While Baling Hay 
Last Sammer—Fine Artesian Wa- 
ter Supply Stimulates San Simon.

i TUCSON (Ariz.) Nov. 25.—The di- 
rectors of the Southern Arizorfa Fair 
Association have decided to hold no 
fair this year. It had been expected 
to open the fair in October, but the 
buildings could not be erected in 
time. The date then was set ahead 
for December. Now it has been de- 
termined that there would not be 
enough time to gather the mining, 
agricultural and industrial exhibits 
desired. But work will be kept up 
on the project just the same and 
prosecuted toward the holding of a 
great fair next fall. On Sunday a 
large amount of ceremony will at- 
tend the laying of the cornerstone of 
the grand stand at the fair grounds 
east of the city, and the buildings and 
race track are to be constructed at 
once. Much interest in the fair has 
been shown by the business men of 
Bisbee and Douglas, and these cities 


will co-operate heartily in the local 
plans. 
Motorcycle enthusiasts in Tucson 


and Phoenix are preparing for a race 
hither from the capital city, tg be 
held in January. Fifteen machines 
are offered from Phoenix, with a 
number more from this city. Prizes 
are to be offered aggregating 3200. 

Tucson is still asking for a sepa- 
rate Land Office, for the benefit of 
settler?

by the city, and purchased with the 
idea of establishing a girls’ high 
school, at First street and Vermont 
avenue, on the commanding eminence 
known as the John W. Mitchell prop- 
erty.

south of the new Normal School, but 
is sufficiently high to overlook that 
institution and all that rtion of the 
city, crowning a bluff in such a way 
that the elevation is reached without 
a climb.

The advantage will be incal- 
culable to those students who would 
prefer to attend a college at home. In 
equipping themselves for teaching in 
the elementary grades the law re- 
quires three years’ college training, 
and for teaching in the high schools, 
five years of college work. It is the 
exception that in the junior college 
they may be fully equipped. 

Already Los Angeles High School, 
Polytechnic High School and Holly- 
wood High School give the first two 
years of the college course, and Man- 
val Arts High School and Lincoln 
High School are clamoring for the 
same addition to their curricula’? It is 
thought much better to take the two 
years’ preparatory course from all of 
them and merge the one school into 
a college. 

The plan under consideration 1s to 
establish the junior college, maintain- 
ing at the start the two years’ pre- 
paratory course; at the end of the 
first year, drop the ninth grade; at 
the end of the second year drop the 
tenth grade; at the end of the third 
drop the eleventh, and close the fourth 
year by dropping the twelfth grade, by 
which time the institution would be 


prepare teachers for their life — 
or for entranec to a university.

GLENN MARTIN SETS NEW. 
PASSENGER-CARRYING MARK 


BY R. A. WYNNE. 


NEW world’s record for altitude 
A for an airship carrying more than 
one Person was made yesterdar 
when Glenn H. Martin in his new bi- 
plane reached a height of approxi- 
mately 9750 feet in a flight. from Grif- 
fith Park to Santa Ana, in which he 
was accompanied by Frank A. Gar- 
butt, the millionaire sportsman. 

The attempt for the record started 
at 1:52 o’clock, and forty-eight min- 
utes later the giant biplane, with its 
two passengers, was resting safely on 
the ground at Sante Ana, a distance 
of about forty-five miles from the 
aviation park. 

The former record was 5006 feet, 
made. one year ago at Dominguez 
Field by J. G. Gilpatric. Martin had 
exceeded this record several times 
with a passenger, but all such 
were unofficial. Yesterday H. La V. 
Twining, representative of the Aero 
Club of America, was in charge, and 
furnished the barograph necessary to 
register the altitude. 

The start was made with little os- 
tentation. A few friends and news- 
paper men were present. Garbutt and 
Martin went to the field in an euto. 
The big machine had been prepared 
to the last touch for the journey. 
Nonchalantly the preparations were 


made. Woolen sweaters and woolen. 


caps were donned and the big ma- 
chine rolled out into the open mead- 


ow. 
The two men climbed in as though 
for a mere motor spin. The baro- 


graphs were sealed by Van 
and with a wave of their hands the 
flight started. 

The machine soared aloft fasily 
and kept circling about the field un- 
til an altitude of about 3000 feet had 
been reached. Then the big ship 
straightened out and shot away at 
better han a mile-a-minute rate di- 
rect for Santa Ana. A steady clim>D 
was tained, however, and the ex- 
treme altitude was not reached until a 
few miles on this side of Santa Ana, 
when the baragraph registered 9750 
feet. 

From this point a long, steep dive 
was taken into Santa Ana, and efter 
circling the little city twice, Martin 
brought his ship to rest on an open 
field, where his father and mother, 
Mr. and Mrs. C. T. Martin, and sever- 
al hundred friends were waiting for 
him

Handsome Concrete. Structure Cost 

City Sixty Thousand Dollars and 
- Possesses Unique Features. 

HERMOSA BEACH, Nov. 25.— 
The handsome concrete -:aunicipal 
pleasure plier, which has been under 
construction since last March will be 
com pleted 222 first of next week. 
The asphalt covering of the floor 18 
now being spread and when this is 
completed the pier will be turned 
over by the bulldérs, the Mercereau 


Bridge and Construction Company, to 


the city. 


The pler is unique in many re- 
pects. It is the only pler of this style 
of architecture on the Coast to be 
used purely for pleasure purposes, 
The architectural style is simple and 
restful to the eye as the pler was 


designed with the idea of affording| — 


a resting spot and recreation piace for 
families and children rather than fof 
the gay amusement of the usual pleas- 
ure pier. It is 1000 feet in length, 
with an entrance 100 feet in width. 
There are four attractive pagodas 
with red-tiled roofs, located on T 
heads at intervals on the pier, while 
at the western extremity the pier has 
another T head 100 feet in width t 

accommodate the fishermen. 

The pier is of reinforced concrete 
and from point of durability. should 
stand time. Each piece of ce- 
ment covering the pilings has been 
tested chemically and especial atten- 
tion given to the percentage (tf alum- 
mum oxide it contained as it is the 
action of the salt water on this chem- 
ical that causes the deterioration of 
the concrete. According to experit- 
ments of French engineers, cement 
upon which sea water will come in 
contact should not exceed & per cent. 
in aluminum oxide. The tests of the 
concrete used on the pilings of this 
pier show never more than é per cent. 
and usually not more than 6 per cent. 
of the chemical. ’ 

Although the pler will be turned 
over by the construction company 
soon, it Is not absolutely complete as 
the contracts are to be awarded with- 
in a few days for two pavilions to be 
bullt at the entrance of the wharf to 
contain restrooms, a men's smoking- 
room, a library, bandstand, restaurant 
and other concessions. The plans for 
the pavilions which ars to cost about 
$10,000 have been approved by the 
City Trustees.

MOTION-PICTURE ACTRESS 18 
DENIED DECREE. 


Loyalty to Fugitive Sweetheart 


Her loyalty to a fugitive from jus- 
tice cost Sarah A. Nicholson, the 
“Queenie Mack” of the motion-pic- 
ture worid, a decree of annulment. 
yesterday. That she married Cecil 
Nicholson because he threatened to 
cause the arrest of William Edwards 
the man who had been her be- 
trothed—and to expose her as his 
accomplice, did not entitle Mrs. 
Nicholson to a divorce, Judge, Mon- 
roe stated. 

“Edwards is a criminal,” said the 
Court. “He had been convicted of a 
felony, paroled and is now a fugitive 
from justice. To save a_ criminal 
Mra. Nicholson consented to this mar- 
riage. That is not a threat which 
would cause a marriage to be an- 
nulled.“ 

Notwithstanding her action, the 
court stated that he would have been 
glad to relieve her from the ties 
which und her to Nicholson. The 
evidence. showed that Nicholson had 
not been the first man who had pro- 
Posed to her, She was a moving- 
picture actress, accustomed to por- 
tray the human passions, and there- 
fore familiar with the whys of men. 
She should have refused him firmly 
instead of giving assent when he 
threatened her with the arrest of her 
former betrothed. 

Mrs. Nicholson's lips quiveted as 
she left the courtroom. She is prac- 
tically alone. Her support is precar- 
fous. She admitted to the court that 
after she married Nicholson, she had 
pawned the engagement ring Edwards 
had given her in order to get money 
to pay her board bills. She is now 
tied to a man she does not love: The 
man she does care for is hiding from 
the law. 

Attorneys Keefer and Miles made 
a hard fight for Mrs. Nicholson. When 
it was found that they could not 
prove the wine was drugged which 
Queenfe Mack drank just before she 
was married, the allegation was with- 
drawn. They were then Confined to 
the question whether the marriage 
Was valid, and Judge Monroe found 
that it is.

“THE PROMISED LAND.” 
SUIT DISCLOSES PROSPERITY. 


The suit tried by Judge Wellborn 
yesterday involving Moses Aunoff, an 
Armenian, and John and Alex Coubin- 
akoff, Russians, is the story mostly of 
two brothers, who, escaping bondage 
in their native countfy, came here 
and worked out their own destiny. 

The experience of the brothers 
covers early years of toil, a quick 
grasp of American methods, an ever- 
widening ambition, and riches. They 
landed in this country without money, 
friends or éxperiencé. The occupa- 
tion they followed was one that 
many would have scorned. They col- 
lected refuse ffom ‘lots and alleys; 
and at first contented with the smal! 
wages they were paid, they saw a 
field, and began selling the refuse 
for fertilizing. 

Munoff was employed by them as 
their business increased. He saw how 
they prospered, and became a free 
lance. The Coubinakoffs declared 
that Munoff encroached on their 
route, and, according to the latter, he 
Was assaulted by the brothers. There 
may have been racial and religious 
differences as well as business reasons 
for the alleged encounter. 

At any rate the courtroom was 
plentifully occupied yesterday by the 
friends of both parties, who told 
their stories through interpreters. 
Through their business enterprise the 
Coubinakoffs are the aristocrats of 
the Russian colony.
